The  Heaf  testing  program  for  tuberculosis  was   carried   out  in 
the  school  and  67  people  participated  in  the  program. 

Three  children  attended  the  Orthopedic  Clinic  in  Berlin,  and  four 
children  attended  the  Pediatric-Cardiology  Clinic  in  Lancaster. 

Twenty-three  children  were  examined  at  the  pre-school  clinic  and 
13  immunizations  were  administered. 

To  improve  our  community  health  programs,  we  must  realize, 
that  the  enjoyment  of  the  highest  standard  of  health  is  one  of  the 
fundamental  rights  of  every  human  being,  without  distinction  of 
race,  religion,  political  belief,  economic  or  social  condition.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

At  the  town  meeting  the  town  voted  to  close  the  Crystal  School 
and  transport  the  students  Grades  1  through  6  to  the  Stark  Village 
School.  New  transportation  routes  were  created  to  take  care  of  door 
to  door  pick  up  in  most  cases  for  the  Percy  and  Crystal  students  and 
all  the  7th  and  8th  Grades  were  transported  to  Groveton  Junior- 
Senior  High  School. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  work  accomplished 
in  Grades  1  through  6  by  moving  the  7th  and  8th  Grade  students  to 
Groveton.  Heretofore  there  were  four  grades  in  each  classroom  and 
it  is  difficult  enough  in  an  ungraded  classroom  situation  to  meet  the 
needs  both  academic  and  social  of  the  students  with  the  three  classes 
they  have  now,  but  by  cutting  down  and  transporting  the  7th  and  8th 
Grades  the  teachers  feel  they  can  reach  and  do  a  much  better  job  for 
the  students  regarding  their  social  and  academic  needs.  There  are 
many,  many  advantages  pertaining  to  the  7th  and  8th  Grade  students 
being  integrated  in  the  Groveton  school.  It  is  no  secret  that  when 
you  have  a  self  contained  classroom  that  the  teacher  certainly  cannot 
be  expected  to  be  an  expert  in  every  subject  matter  area  so  that 
when  they  come  to  the  departmentalized  setup  as  in  Groveton  each 
teacher  teaches  in  his  major  field  of  specialization.  This,  of  course, 
enhances  the  educational  opportunities  for  our  students  and  coupled 
with  this  our  students  are  given  a  bigger  variety  of  subjects  to  select 
from  such  as  Industrial  Arts,  Home  Economics  and  activities. 

The  adjustment  of  necessity  will  take  sometime  for  when  you 
come  from  a  self  contained  classroom  to  a  departmentalized  setup 
and  mingle  with  upper  classmen  this,  of  course,  requires  an  adjust- 
ment, but  we  feel  that  our  students  are  adjusting  extremely  well  and 
we  should  be  proud  of  the  end  results.  We  are  in  the  process  of  con- 
ducting a  survey  of  the  students  who  are  now  attending  the  Groveton 
Jr.  High  School  in  comparison  with  the  Groveton  student  body  and 
state  and  national  norms.  It  is  hoped  that  this  survey  will  be  done 
sometime  next  year  and  this  report  will  be  published  for  your  edi- 
fication in  the  school  report  for  next  year. 

By  moving  the  playground  equipment  from  the  Crystal  School  it 
added  immeasureably  to  the  athletic  and  recreational  program  al- 
ready established  at  the  Stark  School. 

Regarding  the  Hot  Lunch  Program,  everyone  is  furnished  and 
provided  with  a  balanced  hot  lunch.  The  Superintendent  would  like 
to  commend  Mrs.  Miles  for  the  magnificent  job  that  she  does  in  pro- 
viding the  proper  nutrition  of  a  balanced  diet  that  is  offered  for  the 
Stark  Hot  Lunch  Program. 

Additional  services  have  been  provided  the  students  by  Mr.  Col- 
lins, the  Guidance   Director,  in  conjunction  with    Mrs.  Martin,    6th 
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Grade  teacher.  The  Differential  Aptitude  Test  will  give  us  a  definite 
indication  as  to  the  students'  aptitudes  and  abilitites  and  help  us  im- 
measureably  in  planning  their  high  school  program. 

The  open  house  that  was  held  in  November  was  very  well  attend- 
ed. Programs  consisted  of  a  visit  to  the  school  and  a  program  put 
on  by  the  students  in  the  Town  Hall  and  the  usual  excellent  luncheon 
was  served  by  Mrs.  Miles  and  her  daughter.  Everyone  enjoyed 
themselves. 

With  the  closing  of  the  Crystal  School,  we,  also,  were  able  to  ac- 
quire a  piano,  a  record  player,  paper  cutter,  several  desks  and,  of 
course,  the  playground  equipment. 

This  year  we  have,  also,  added  a  new  television  so  our  students' 
program  could  be  enriched  by  viewing  educational  programs  on 
Channel  8  which  are  offered  Monday  through  Thursday  at  10  o'clock 
covering  Art,  Music  and  Social  Studies. 

"We,  also,  transferred  the  water  bubbler  from  the  Crystal  School 
and  installed  it  in  the  hall  between  the  two  bubblers. 

Mr.  Stearns  is  to  be  commended  for  his  usual  deligent  way  of 
attending  to  all  the  myriads  of  details  that  go  along  with  the  main- 
tenance and  upkeep  of  the  building  during  the  year  and  the  summer 
months. 

It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  the  school  was  painted  and  a  new  roof 
put  on  the  building.  Additional  lighting  was  installed  to  meet  the 
recommendations  of  the  Department  of  Health  &  Safety,  and  an  ex- 
tra fire  extinguisher  was  installed. 

In  December,  the  Board  voted  monies  to  have  Dr.  Belisle,  the 
new  dentist  in  Groveton,  inspect  all  of  our  children's  teeth.  We  now 
have  a  complete  record  of  each  individual  student  regarding  his  teeth, 
Iboth  teeth  that  need  to  be  filled  and  those  that  need  to  be  extract- 
ed.    Each  parent  has  been  notified  as  to  the  examination  results. 

The  students  have  had  an  opportunity  to  talk  to  a  foreign  ex- 
change student  from  Venezuela  this  winter.  The  exchange  student 
gave  a  fine  account  and  depiction  of  Venezuela  and  compared  the 
typical  teenager  of  Venezuela  with  our  United  States  teenager. 

Th  Christmas  Program  was  very  well  attended  and  Mrs.  Martin 
and  Mrs.  Jones  are  to  be  complimented  for  a  very  fine  program. 

All  the  students  were  invited  and  attended  the  annual  High 
School  band  concert  on  Wednesday,  December  23.  This  is  an  annual 
affair  and  the  students  and  faculty  were  provided  with  the  usual  fine 
job  that  Mr.  Micucci  and  his  group  put  on  each  year  for  the  Ele- 
mentary Grade  students  both  from  Stark  and  Groveton. 

The  Superintendent  would  like  to  go  on  record  as  complimenting 
the  forward  thinking  of  the  Board  members  and  the  townspeople  in 
the  foresightedness  in  allowing  their  students  to  become  part  of  the 
departmentalized  system  in  the  7th  and  8th  Grades  at  Groveton.  We 
feel  this  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  that  our  students  should 
benefit  immeasureably  in  the  attainment  of  their  academic  goals  for 
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the  foundations  of  their  academic  and  educational  careers  are  molded 
here  in  their  selection  of  a  High  School  Program  which,  of  course, 
will  decide  what  their  future  life  work  would  be  with  the  selection  of 
their  High  School  Program  in  the  8th  Grade.
